Provisions  varying  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  and,  when  revised  by  the  proper 
officer,  shall  be  so  printed. 

Sections  of  existing  Acts  proposed  to  be  amended 
shall  be  reprinted  in  full,  with  the  amendments  in- 
serted in  their  jiroper  places  and  between  brackets. 

Private  Bills  which  are  not  draMii  in  accordance 
with  these  rules  shall  be  returned  to  the  promoters  to 
be  re-cast  before  being  revised  and  printed.

Be  it  enacted,  ami  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by 
the  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Corporation  of

1.  The  Council  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow 
from  any  ))erson  or  persons,  body  or  bodies  corporate, 
and  that  in  one  or  more  sums,  an  amount  of  money
